* During December, President-elect Kennedy lined up an impressive 
cabinet. Even his political enemies admit that the men chosen seem 
well qualified ... As cagey as Kennedy was in picking his top-level 
cabinet members, he may have flubbed in naming younger brother, 
Bobby, as his Attomey General. Some veteran legislators take a dim 
view, fearing that he may have set an historic example of nepotism. 


Senator Hugh Scott (R.-Pa.) says Bobby's appointment “is a little 
bit ominous.” ... Some concern is being expressed in competent circles 
as to whether or not Bobby would bring to public attention any possible 
scandal that might rear its head in the administration. In any event, the 
two are going to be on the spot in the months ahead with regard to this 
appointment. 


* Is Fidel Castro in serious economic trouble? Rumors are rampant 
that he is playing it coy, lying low until Kennedy gets in full saddle. Then 
the Island Red may tur on his “charms” (he may even shave) in an effort 
to make an about-face. He would like to have his cake and eat it too. 
His cake calls for sugar — millions of pounds that the U. S. now refuses 
to buy from Cuba. 


Canada’s economic dealings with our Communist neighbor to the 
South are not a comforting thought here at home. Our neighbor to the 
North seems determined to help put Uncle Sam in a “squeeze play.” 


The British and their descendants are known for their ability to deal 
with our potential enemies when a dollar is involved. ... John Bull has 
been carrying on a profitable trade with Red China on the other side of 
the world for some time. 


® What's in store for business this year? You can look for a recession 
of “moderate” proportions, then perhaps an improvement in the total 
unemployment picture later on in the year. This is the thinking, at least, 
of many economists who are watching the situation. The Government's 
recent moves to cut down on the flow of U. S. gold overseas should help 
business here at home, at least to some small extent. 


* If Kennedy goes through with his “something for everybody” 
socialistic spending under the ‘new frontier,” we can all expect bigger 
handouts in the future. But we'll be paying for them out of one pocket 
while they come into the other. 


Higher taxes by the U. S. Government aren't likely this year, but 
are sure to come ... somewhere down the line. And when taxes rise, 
people gripe, and when they gripe, they tend to pinch pennies. This 
has an over-all effect on the economy. ... But Government spending 
is bound to increase as the “new frontier’ starts clearing the forests. 


® What about Mr. Nixon’s future plans? Well, the “experts” have 
him doing everything from taking a high-paying job in industry, to going 
back into law practice in California. They expect him to sit tight, keep 
his hand on the control button of the GOP, then come back strong in 
1964 in a new bid for the presidency. 
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Whatever his personal plans are, Mr. Nixon is a powerful vote-getter, 
and the Republicans are going to be reminded of it — and so are the 
Democrats, as the new Congress gets under way this month. Remember 
one thing: Mr. Nixon got one out of every two votes. Can that many 
people be wrong? 


¢ The National Council of Churches met last month in San Fran- 
cisco ... proposed a merger of four large Protestant denominations ... 
and blatantly told the United States that it may soon have to subordinate 
its will to that of the United Nations. 


Typical comment on the weak-kneed and ill-advised conclave was 
this: “The United States is in the process of being sold down the river 
by the National Council of Churches.” 


Further comment: “We cannot understand by what process these 
church leaders have become so confused, so soft, that they would sub- 
vert this nation to the will of the polyglot that makes up the United Na- 
tions. We are asked to surrender ourselves, our freedoms, our dreams, 
to the will of non-believers, to ignoramuses barely emerging from the 
Dark Ages, and to despots who speak loudly before the assemblage of 
nations we call the UN.” 


° As we go to press. Retail-store business for December seemed to 
be racking up new records in spite of some unemployment and the un- 
certainty of the future as a new administration takes over in Washing- 
ton. ... High officials in the Atomic Energy Commission warn that 
Russia may be pulling the wool over our eyes on atomic-bomb testing. 
Many leaders urge the President to resume tests of atomic weapons at 
once, to safeguard our defenses. 


® The visit between the Archbishop of Canterbury and Pope John 
XXIII caused the tombs of reformers buried in Westminster Abbey to 
shake enough to crumble that Protestant citadel, the president of the In- 
ternational Council of Christian Churches commented recently. 


Discussing the meeting between the two clerics representing entirely 
different theological positions, Dr. Carl McIntire said the tombs are shak- 
ing because “these martyrs died for the primacy of Scripture over the 
authority of the church.” This reality, according to Dr. McIntire, creates 
a deep theological chasm between Protestant and Catholic. 


Speaking further on the meeting, Dr. McIntire asserted that the visit 
between Pope John and the Archbishop was "a tragedy of the first magni- 
tude for it confuses the true way of salvation. Eternal life may be receiv- 
ed only by faith. The Protestant and Roman systems present irreconcil- 
able ways to heaven.” 


Opposed to any potential reapprochement between Protestantism and 
the Roman church, Dr. McIntire had indicated earlier that the meeting was 
a carefully calculated move in the long range program of ecumenical 
movement in Protestantism to build a one-world church. 


* Dr. Oswald J. Smith's book ‘The Enduement of Power” has now 
been published behind the Iron Curtain. The Evangelical and Baptist 
Churches secured permission to have it printed on Communist Presses in 
Warsaw, Poland. Moreover the Communists supplied the paper for it. 
It will now be distributed in the Polish language by the 280 churches that 
are still active in Poland where there is more freedom than in any other 
Communist country. Dr. Smith now has another book on the presses 
in Warsaw that will soon be printed and ready for distribution.

Marvels Lie Ahead

Today more Americans are employed 
at higher wages and with more take- 
home pay than ever before. As a re- 
sult, they have an immense and rapid- 
ly growing capacity to enjoy the fruits 
of their labor. Science, engineering 
and industry have joined hands to cre- 
ate new materials, new methods of man- 
ufacture and an even better way of life.

Cities of gleaming glass 
and stainless steel, for one thing. On 
the streets of these shining new cities, 
and on the roads leading to them, you 
will see wheel-less automobiles that ride 
on a cushion of air. 


At home, you will be able to turn 
on handsome lamps just by the wave of 
a hand. Air conditioning will not only 
be common, but it will save you money 
by storing up heat. Pre-packaged foods 
will contain chemical heating and cool- 
ing units that will warm or chill the 
product right in the package.

S YOU TURN Now to look in the other 
direction, you are confronted with 
a note of warning, a cry of imminent 
crisis. You know that spiritual fulfill- 
ment has not kept pace with material 
advances, and that is the reason why 
the world lives in an atmosphere of 
menace. It is the reason for more 
broken lives, more misery and more 
heartache than ever before. 


Sin rules as sovereign in the human 
heart and, as a result, the spectre of 
evil isms threatens to rob mankind of 
the blessings that God has provided in 
His wonder world. 


That civilization is facing impend- 
ing crisis is the major theme and talk 
of the hour, not alone by the followers 
of Christ, but by men and women from 
every walk of life. 


An Amazing Statement 


For example, one of the leading edu- 
cators of this generation, whose words 
have a wider circulation and greater 
influence than perhaps any other man 
of like stature, recently made this amaz- 
ing statement: 


“We live amidst one of the greatest 
crises in human history. Not only 
war, famine, pestilence and revolution, 
but a legion of other calamities are also 
rampant over the whole world. All 
values are unsettled. All norms are 
broken. Humanity has become a dis- 
torted image of its own noble self.” 


Writing about the “last days,” the 
Apostle Paul said perilous times would 
come, when people, despite increased 
knowledge, would be selfish, treach- 
erous, abusive, irreverent and woefully 
lacking in self-control. They would 
abandon themselves to excesses of all 
sorts, and keep up the forms of religion, 
but be unmindful of its power. How 
accurately his words describe the pres- 


ent hour. 


Lesson From the Past 


“Do you mean to say there is no 
chance at all to avert catastrophe?” you 
ask in desperation. 


There is no known law of determin- 
ism, historically or Scripturally, that 
compels man to leap from the frying 
pan into the fire. 
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If the past offers any lessons at all 
in this hour of crisis, it is the fact that 
civilization is not like an animal organ- 
ism, condemned by an inexorable des- 
tiny to die after traversing a pre-de- 
termined life-curve, but that God is 
the Lord of history and He is con- 
cerned with the destiny of man. 


The nation of Israel, on occasions, 
was saved from utter extinction by 
turning back to God. 


The message of Jonah brought re- 
pentance and revival to Nineveh; the 
people believed the Word of God and 
were saved. Other nations at other 
times have likewise warded off disaster 
by spiritual means. 


The history of America is replete 
with one instance after another of di- 
vine intervention. 


Most Dangerous Time 


One hundred years ago, the Nation 
passed through the saddest and most 
dangerous time in its history — the 
darkest of days, when South fought 
against North, state against state and 
brother against brother. 


While the American people are filled 
now with fears of a nuclear war, their 
problems to an exent are not greater to 
them than were the problems of Civil 
War times to those who lived then. 
Who, in the dark days of 1861-1865, 
could have envisioned the Country to- 
day, reunited, prosperous beyond any- 
thing they could imagine, and strong, 
having advanced steadily, in spite of 
several foreign wars, through all those 
intervening years? 


It is a matter of record that the moral 
fiber of the people was largely strength- 
ened by the spiritual offensive that be- 
gan with the Fulton Street noonday 
prayer meetings in New York City in 
1858, that swept the whole country and 
lasted through the year 1905. 


Kind of Dedication 


The kind of a world you live in, and 
the direction which mankind will take 
in the months ahead, depends largely 
on the kind of dedication you make 
as an individual. 


You might think that the dedication 
of one person or of a few people is 
not so important. But take a leaf from 
the notebook of the Communists. 


In 1917, less than 50 Communists 
met in a room and made a dedication. 
They had no capital. They had no 
radio. They had no press, and above 
all, they had no God. But they made 
a dedication to an atheistic, godless,

“Whom say ye that I am?” (Matthew 
16:15) 


ETER’S ACCURATE and soul-saving, sat- 

isfying answer is found in the next 
verse when, as spokesman for the oth- 
ers, he replies, “Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.” (Matthew 
16:16) 


The Apostle Paul’s reply to this eter- 
nal interrogation can be found in I 
Corinthians 1:24 when he says: “But 
unto them which are called, both Jews 
and Greeks, Christ the power of God, 
and the wisdom of God.” 


In other words, Christ is the brain 
and the brawn, the muscle and the men- 
tality of the Almighty. If that be true 
concerning Christ, and blessed be God, 
it is true, we realize what a weak and 
emasculated being the God of the Uni- 


tarian is. 


They deny and decry the truth of 
Christ’s deity. Their God, then, has no 
wisdom and no power because Christ 
is the wisdom and the power of God. 


How badly in these atomic and chaot- 
ic times, when strong tides are tugging, 
do we need an anchor for the soul. Only 
as our anchor of faith is sure — fasten- 
ed into the immovable Rock of Ages — 
can we be kept from being swept away 
on the strongly flowing tides of ration- 
alism and unbelief. 


In Hebrews 13:8 we read, “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and to day, 
and for ever.” Only He abides. Every 
morning we awaken to a new woe or a 
new wonder. 


A Changing World 


How true it is concerning this life 
which we live and this world in which 
we move that “we know not what an 
hour may bring forth.” We are living 
in a world of never ceasing flux. Noth- 
ing material remains the same. The 
law of disintegration and death is 
written in large letters across the broad 
brow of the world. We see this fact in 
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personal, domestic, civic, national and 
international affairs. 


In comparatively recent years, 
thrones have toppled and kings have 
crumbled and fallen to the dust of death 
or fled into exile. In recent times the 
map of Europe has been cut into little 
pieces and rearranged like a jigsaw 
puzzle. 


Men’s thoughts and men’s systems 
find no place of rest. We find the law 
of decay in our personal lives. We 
change in face and form. This is true 
also in the family sphere. 


There are empty places at the table 
and unworn and unwanted garments 
hanging in the closet. Loved ones have 
been snatched from us by the horrid 
and haunting hand of death. 


How refreshing, then, how comfort- 
ing and stabilizing, to speak of One 
who forever abides. Let us gaze upon 
the glory of the unchanging and un- 
changeable Christ. Time writes no 
wrinkles on His holy brow. The hymn 
writer has it, 


Change and decay in all around I 


see; 
Oh, Thou who changest not, 
Abide with me. 


This question, then, of the Master 
should be pondered well. “Whom say 
ye that I am?” There is no other ques- 
tion in all the realm of human thought 
to be compared with this. A poet has 
said: 

If Christ were a man 

And only a man, I say, 

That of all mankind 

I would cleave to Him; 

And to Him I would cleave alway. 


I am sure I wouldn’t. If Christ were 
only a man, He is a dead man. No 
dead man could save my soul or change 
my life. 


The Inevitable Christ 


Countless questions might be asked 
of you and me and the answers that we 
might offer would make no difference 








in us or others, either in this life or 
that which is to come. 


But not so with this One. Eternal 
issues hang upon our answer. This is 
no query about the church, the curate 
or the choir, but about the Christ. We 
cannot evade or avoid this question. He 
is the inevitable Christ and He comes to 
you and me and demands our verdict. 


On the foundation rock the whole 
structure of sound Christianity rests. If 
the doctrine of the Deity of Jesus Christ 
can be disproved and discredited, then 
Christianity topples like an arch with- 
out a keystone. 


Many ardently admire Christ, but 
that is not enough. Many prominent un- 
believers have endeavored to outdo each 
other in speaking well of Him. Some 
of them have well-nigh exhausted hu- 
man vocabulary in order to present 
verbal bouquets. 


Pilate called Christ, “The Man with- 


out a fault.” 


Napoleon said of Him, “The Emper- 


or of love.” 


Renan said of the Saviour, “He was 
the greatest among the sons of men.” 


They applauded Him but they didn’t 
love Him and never worshipped Him. 


We must not be deceived by men’s pi- 


ous platitudes. Even while they praise 
Him, they plunder His Person. 


They rob Him of His Deity. We must 
make our choice between the Christ of 
the Scriptures and the Christ of the 


critics. 


His Own Claims 


We should accept Him as the eternal 
Son of God because of His own Claims 
in that connection. 


Any who carefully study the question 
soon realize that the Master made gi- 
gantic claims. Again and again He said 
that He was the Son of God with power 
in the sense that no other ever was or 
ever could be. 


Christ undoubtedly made colossal 
claims and He measured up to them. 
Men with modern phraseology would 
say, “He delivered the goods.” 


When Thomas stood in the upper 
room and cried in Christ’s presence, 
“My Lord and my God,” Christ didn’t 
rebuke him, Christ commended him. 


Without a semblance of apology to 
the Jews, He placed Himself above 
everything which they deemed precious 
and sacred. He put Himself above the 
— above Moses, above the Sab- 
bath. 


He stands surrounded by foes and 
makes one of His mightiest statements, 
“Had ye believed Moses, ye would have 
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believed me: for he wrote of me.” 


(John 5:46). 


Two thousand years before He step- 
ped upon the stage of human history at 
Bethlehem, Moses took his pen in hand 
and wrote accurately of Christ. 


In John 14:9 we read, “He that hath 
seen me hath seen the Father.” 


When he was hauled before the high 
priest just before the crucifixion, Caia- 
phas said to Him, “I adjure thee by the 
living God, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of God.” 
Christ calmly replies, “Thou hast said.” 
(Matthew 26:63,64). 


Christ certainly made colossal claims. 
He said that He was the water of life, 
the way of life. He said He could lift 
men’s burdens and give them bread. He 
claimed to be the Shepherd Saviour. 


If He wasn’t all this, then He was 
either deceived or a deceiver. If He was 
deceived, then He was ignorant; and 
if He was a deceiver, then He must 
have been an impostor. 


Is it not strange that an ignorant im- 
postor who lived about two thousand 
years ago and died upon a malefactor’s 
cross should have such strange power, 
even in this age, to mold and master the 
lives of men and women? 





Certainly Peter was right when, in 
answer to Christ’s question, he re- 
plied, “Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God.” 


Richard Fuller was right when, in the 
midst of a sermon, he suddenly stopped 
and looked up to Heaven for a moment 
and solemnly said: “O Saviour! forgive 
me if in order to expose the impiety 
which seeks to tarnish Thy name I 
stain my lips with language which my 
soul abhors.” 


Then looking at the congregation he 
said, “If Jesus Christ was only mortal, 
He was not the purest and the best, but 
He was the worst of men; He was a sys- 
tematic blasphemer; and as God has 
made blasphemy a capital crime, the 
Jews did right to condemn and crucify 
Him.” Richard Fuller was right. 


He was Lord of life or lord of liars. 
He was deity or deceiver. He was Mas- 
ter or maniac. We must crown or crush 
Him. We should give Him the lie or 
give Him our life. 


We ought to serve Him or spurn 
Him. There is no middle ground, no 
neutrality, no other alternative. We 
must crown Him King or spurn Him al- 
together. Blessed be God, many of us 
can testify and say of Him, 





Jesus wondrous Saviour, 
Christ, of kings THe Kinc; 

Angels fall before Thee, 
Prostrate, worshipping ;

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And what of His words? 


His language speaks loudly of His 
Lordship. Anticipating Christ we read 
in the Psalms, “Grace is poured into 
thy lips.” (Psalm 45:2) “His mouth is 
most sweet: yea, he is altogether love- 
ly.” (Song of Solomon 5:16) “And all 
bare him witness, and wondered at the 
gracious words which proceeded out of 
his mouth.” (Luke 4:22) 


Even His enemies said, “Never man 
spake like this man.” (John 7:46) He 
spoke, and still speaks, words of for- 
giveness, rest and peace. It is more prof- 
itable to sit for five minutes at the 
Master’s feet and listen while He speaks, 
than to sit for a lifetime at the feet 
of the wisest of the earth. 


What shall we say of the perfect pat- 
tern of His life? 


He walked the pilgrim path with nev- 
er a stumble.

In every detail of His life He was per- 
fect. 


Sometimes children are bewitchingly 
exquisite, and sometimes awful. Even 
a man’s grandchildren aren’t altogether 
lovely. The tailor will testify that all 
men are a little lopsided. All have one 
shoulder a little lower than the other. 
All are off balance. 


Some men are so nice that they can’t 
be truthful. Others are so truthful that 
they seem to find it difficult to be nice. 
“He is altogether lovely.” 


Every man has his good points. 
Christ has them all. He cannot be com- 
pared with the best of men, but only 
contrasted. When His enemies challeng- 
ed His words or works, He never re- 
canted, modified or retracted. 


He forgave the sins of others, but 
had none of His own to confess or 
to be forgiven. Once He said, “I do 
always those things which please him.” 
(John 8:29) Even after the microscop- 
ic examination of the ages, His critics 
can find no flaw in Him. 


In Him were no defects and no ex- 
cesses. It is easier to add a tint of 
beauty to the petal of a rose or a touch 
of splendor to the radiant beams of the 
rising sun, than to add any luster to our 
Lord. 


“All thy garments smell of myrrh, 
and aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory 
palaces, whereby they have made thee 
glad.” (Psalm 45:8)

This is the conclusion of members of 
the Senate Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee after they had listened to the 
testimony of two former U. S. Ambas- 
sadors to Cuba, and is one of the links 
in the chain of evidence forged by 
Nathaniel Weyl in his book, Red Star 
Over Cuba.

Communists would be interpreted as a 
menace to the whole hemisphere and 
should be resisted with collective ac- 
tion seems to have died with him. 


That Nathaniel Weyl should write 
a book of this kind was inevitable. He 
is a former Communist — as a matter 
of fact, a member of the same Wash- 
ington, D.C., cell as Alger Hiss — and 
was assigned by the Party to concen- 
trate on Latin America. His knowledge 
of that part of the world, of the Span- 
ish language, and of the Communist 
modus operandi gives him insights few 
possess and which he brings to these 
pages with literary skill and scholar- 
ship. 

Weyl sets out to show “that the clues 
to the character of Fidel Castro and 
his insurgent movement were clear at 
all times to those having eyes to see 
with and brains to reason with; that the 
development of the 26th of July move- 
ment assumed the fairly conventional 
pattern of a Communist cover opera- 
tion; that the State Department was re- 
peatedly warned of the Communist 
character of this movement, but chose 
to disregard such warnings; and that, 
once their movement triumphed, Fidel 
Castro and his associates followed 
standard Sino-Soviet operating proce- 
dures for the seizure and consolidation 
of power.” 


As early as 1948, Castro was a known 
Soviet tool, and his activities were re- 
ported to proper U. S. officials. Yet ten 
years later, spokesmen for the State 
Department testified before Congress 
that Castro and his 26th of July move- 
ment were innocent of any Communist 
taint. 


Castro’s chief character witnesses and 
apologists in this country were Herbert 
Matthews of the New York Times and 
two men in the State Department, Roy 


Rubottom and William Wieland. 


Weyl labels Matthews “an inveterate 
apologist for Soviet-infiltrated move- 
ments and the American primarily re- 
sponsible for the campaign of propa- 
ganda and misrepresentation which 
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sold Fidel Castro to the people of the 
United States as a liberal and a demo- 
crat.” 


Of Rubottom he says, “Throughout 
the period of Castro’s rise to power and 
subsequent imposition of Communist 
rule upon Cuba, Rubottom’s influence 
on American policy was enigmatic, if 
not unfortunate.” 


Weyl declares that Wieland, like Ru- 
bottom, “never learned the facts or 
else learned them and forgot them 
or else neither forgot them nor chose 
to disclose them. He and Rubottom 
consistently turned deaf ears to the 
warnings given by patriotic American 
diplomats that Castro’s movement was 
Communist-dominated.” 


Handful of Support 


In its incipient stages, Castro’s move- 
ment in Cuba had only a handful of 
support. But, Weyl points out, he had 
some advantages that supplemented his 
small show of force. Weyl enumerates 
them: 


“The first was the predictable negli- 
gence and corruption of the Batista 
dictatorship and its military leadership. 
... His second advantage was the sup- 
port of the vast, submerged Soviet ap- 
paratus. ... The third advantage which 
Castro had was the fanatical support 
of a clique of foreign correspondents, 
of whom the most important was Her- 
bert L. Matthews of the New York 


Times.” 


On page 140, Weyl mentions Castro’s 
secret weapon — money. The author's 
source reveals that Castro had “incred- 
ible millions of dollars, with which he 
bought ‘victories.’ He bought entire 
regiments from Batista’s officers and, 
on one occasion, purchased for $650,- 
000 cash an entire armored train, with 
tanks, guns, ammunition, jeeps and 
500 men.” 

This same source also states that 
“Fidel Castro received $50 million from 
Venezuela alone.” Comments Weyl: 
“The Venezuela referred to is the Dem- 
ocratic Action regime of Castro’s old 
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friend ... President Romulo Betancourt. 
There is no dispute whatsoever about 
the powerful support which Betancourt 
gave the 26th of July Movement.” 


In the chapter, “What Is To Be 
Done,” Weyl says any specific sugges- 
tions for handling the Cuban situation 
would doubtless be out of date by the 
time his book was released “in view 
of the extreme fluidity of that situa- 
tion.” He does recommend that the 
United States use its economic power 
and that it blanket the Cuban air waves 
with freedom stations. He adds: “The 
security problem presented by Soviet 
agents on Cuban passports must be a 
matter of hemispheric concern.” 


These are indeed critical times. It 
is an hour of Gethsemane for the peo- 
ple of the free world. The United States 
is being severely tested. The wealth and 
power of the nation, the stamina and 
capacity of the people, are being strain- 
ed to the point of danger. The cold war 
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Why do men pursue such folly? 


To this reviewer, the only plausible 
answer is summed up in one word: self- 
ishness. 


Selfishness is the spirit of self-will 
or self-seeking, the whole of sin viewed 
in its germinating principle, for every 
form of depravity resolves itself into 
selfishness. 


Selfishness leads to revolt against God 
and produces ideologies that subvert the 
minds of men. It sustains to the out- 
ward actions of men the relation of 
cause. The selfish will makes an effort 
to secure its end; the intelligence and 
conscience become stultified; and the 
whole being is given over to disorder 
and anarchy, appetites and passions, 
desires and cravings. 


Human selfishness is as _ palpably 
evident as human existence. It is a 
fact everywhere apparent in society, 
and has imposed its image and written

has imposed an extremely heavy bur- 
den. 


Like the tight-rope walker, there is 
danger in every step, or in every de- 
cision. One misstep, one wrong deci- 
sion, means disaster. It is apparent 
that some of the steps taken in foreign 
policy have been fatal, since freedom 
has suffered one defeat after another 
in the cold war. 


For years, bitter feuds have smolder- 
ed within the Department of State 
where these decisions are largely made. 
Some of the people in the State Depart- 
ment favored a “soft” attitude toward 
Russia, while others believed in a more 
realistic approach.

From Freedom? 


Freedom demands men of character and convictions, willing to 
make decisions, to face critics and to be different

“But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and beggarly 
elements, whereunto ye desire again to be 


in bondage.” (Gal. 4:9). 


BELIEVE THAT PAUL was right in ac- 

cusing men of wanting to escape 
from freedom. I believe he was right 
because I think many of us are doing 
exactly that today. 


Why are men who have known free- 
dom willing to escape from it? 


Well, the first and the jnevitable an- 
swer is that the responsibilities of free- 
dom are too great for some people. Free- 
dom demands great men. It demands 
men who are willing to stand up and 
make decisions, men who are willing 
to face choices and accept every chal- 
lenge of bondage. 


Some of us are not willing for that. 
Some lack the character, some the con- 
viction and some the willingness to 
fight. Freedom demands that character 
be developed because only men of strong 
character can be free. Not only must it 
be developed but it must also be main- 
tained. 


Those who would develop character 
and maintain it must go back to the 
very root of character itself which is 
in God. They must maintain with Him 
an eternal alliance and give to Him 
an everlasting allegiance. Only then can 
character be deepened as time goes on. 
It is this price too many are unwilling 


to pay. 


Powers Undeveloped 


Too many of us are like the Israel- 
ites who came out of the land of Egypt. 
Four hundred years of bondage in that 
strange land were behind them. God 
had given them freedom. He had also 
given them a leader who would help 
them to preserve it. He took them out 
of the wilderness and there let them 
taste the responsibilities of freedom. 


The taste, however, did not suit them. 
Four hundred years of slavery had not 





developed their powers of choice, their 
willingness to make their own decisions 
or their capacity for responsibility. 


What did they do? They cried out to 
Moses one day saying, “This is all too 
much for us; let us go back into Egypt.”

“O yes,” they said, “we know that 


bondage awaits us there but at least | 
there will be plenty to eat, and there | 


will be a place to stay.” They had looked 
freedom in the face and concluded 
that freedom’s face was more difficult 
to look upon than security’s chains were 
to endure. 


You can only pity such people. His- 
tory tells us all about them. They are 
the ones who give up their freedom to 
a state, to a church or to an organiza- 
tion that controls their lives. They are 
the ones who give up their freedom

are doing. 
even as the people of Galatia were 
tricked into giving up theirs. 


Tricked out of Freedom 


The Jewish persuaders who came in- 
to Galatia were subtle, wily men. They 
understood human psychology; they 
knew how difficult it was for the aver- 
age man to make a decision. They knew 
the mental confusion often brought on 
by a new freedom. So they offered to 
the people a way out of the necessity 
of making decisions. 


Of course they did not say this to 
them. No one who wants to entice you 
into bondage would ever put it that 


‘way. The Judaizers did it by showing 


only part of the picture, and the people 
of Galatia were tricked as completely 
as any people have ever been tricked. 


Again and again men are swindled 
out of their freedom by persuasive in- 
tellectuals. They say, and we accept 
what they say unthinkingly, “The state 
is better able to care for you than yeu 
are for yourself,” or, “The state is bet- 
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ter able to make your decisions for you 
than you are yourself.” 


The implication, of course, is that a 
big organization is better able to act 
than an individual who stands up in 
the solitary aloneness of his own free 
human spirit. Oftentimes these swin- 
dlers come to us and they say, “You 
don’t want to be different, do you? You 
do not want other people to think you 
are maladjusted.” 


Afraid to be Different 


So many times we are led to do 
things because everybody else does 
them. We are afraid to be different. 
We are afraid to stand out; afraid that 
people might laugh at us. So we do what 
everybody else does because the social 
pressure is so great. 


The pressure upon us is almost devil- 
ish at times. Not long ago I was asked 
to sign a petition. I refused to sign 
it on the grounds that I knew very 
little about it and the conditions it rep- 
resented. 


The woman who presented the peti- 
tion then turned to me with this com- 
ment, “Do you mean that you do not 
want to stand alongside the best people 
of the community?” 


How, then, can we resist these forces 
that work upon us, that would lead us 
to escape from freedom into bondage? 


There is only one way and that is 
by coming to a new understanding of 
freedom, an understanding of its nature 
as it exists in God who alone knows 
pure and perfect freedom. 


We can come to have a new under- 
standing of its roots as these roots exist 
within the Christian faith, We can 
come to have a new understanding of 
its characteristics, its demands and its 
rewards. We can resist this temptation 
to escape from freedom by being will- 
ing to be different. 


When someone says to you: “You 
don’t want to be differeni, do you?” 
Why do you not say to that individual, 
“Well, why not?” 


The most different person I know is 
Jesus Christ. I am quite sure the world 
of His time, the society in which He 
lived looked upon Him as a maladjust- 
ed man, just as society will always con- 
sider those who refuse to conform to 
its decrees as maladjusted people. I am 
quite sure that the society of the first 
century looked upon the Disciples, the 
Apostles, and the Christians as malad- 
Justed people. Well, if these are mal- 
adjusted people, then I want to be mal- 
adjusted. It is heartening to find men 
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and women who are willing to be dif- 
ferent. 


Willing to be Different 


There is one man I know who is 
willing to be different and his willing- 
ness heartens a great many people. He 
is a leader in the business life of the 
nation. Many years ago he committed 
— to Jesus Christ for his whole 
life. 


Every year he and his wife invite 
about two hundred of their friends into 
their home on their wedding anniver- 
sary. He never serves any alcoholic 
beverages and the fact always comes as 
a shock to many people, particularly 
those who are there for the first time. 
They look around at each other in 
amazement when they discover that 
here is a party at which no cocktails 
are served, and yet everyone seems to 
be having a good time. 


In that particular strata of society, 
it is unheard of to have a party without 
serving cocktails “to make people re- 
lax.” But this man is a man who is will- 
ing to be different. He has refused to 
bow to the pressure of his society and 
the groups to which he belongs. He is 
willing to be considered by some people 
as a maladjusted man. It is a heartening 
thing to find one like him and one like 
the Apostle Paul, men who are willing 
to be different for Christ’s sake. 


Hold on to our Freedom 


Men and women today are giving 
up their freedom because they will not 
be different. How incredible it is that 
those who have known the freedom for 
which Christ set us free should be will- 
ing to give it up and go back into any 
kind of bondage! Yet more and more 
we are giving up our freedom; more 
and more we are escaping into some 
kind of bondage. 


The forces that work upon us are 
subtle and wily. Shall we go along be- 
ing played upon by them, giving in to 
them? Shall we go on giving up our 
freedom, willingly or unwillingly? Shall 
we go on with this process of escaping 
from freedom; or shall we, for Christ’s 
sake, be different and hold on to our 
freedom? 


Let us refuse to be tricked. Let us 
refuse to have all of our lives put under 
control. Let us be willing to think for 
ourselves, choose for ourselves. 


Let us be willing to stand fast in 
the freedom for which Christ did set 
us free. Let us be willing to show unto 
the whole world that men and women 
who have known freedom will not will- 
ingly go back into any kind of bond- 
age. aaa

and Maintaining Health

This article is a condensation of one chapter of 
Ebba Waerland’s new book by the same title, to be 
published this month by Devin-Adair. 


HE LAST TWENTY YEARS have seen a 

fundamental change in our view of 
health and disease. Scientific discov- 
eries in the field of nutrition, chem- 
istry and biology have shown that what 
we have come to call “diseases of civ- 
ilization” are largely self-incurred and 
that their source can be traced to a 
faulty diet and other mistakes in the 
way we arrange our lives. 

Much of this was realized more than 
forty years ago by Are Waerland, 
whose teaching has since brought new 
life and health to thousands of people. 


The basic maxim behind all Waer- 
land’s work — the result of a lifetime of 
research and experiment—is the bold 
declaration: “We are not concerned with 
diseases that we have to do, but with 
MISTAKES IN LIVING. Get rid of the 
mistakes and the diseases will disap- 
pear of their own accord.” 

How do we begin? 

First and feremost by adopting a 
diet which leaves behind the least pos- 
sible amount of harmful residues in the 
body and does not cause putrefaction in 
the intestines, thereby poisoning the 
whole system. 

We begin then by cutting out meat, 
fish and eggs from our daily meals, 
since, during the process of digestion, 
these foods—even when cooked—pro- 
vide a fertile culture medium for putre- 
factive microbes which, owing to the 
great length of the human digestive 
tract, are capable of producing large 
quantities of toxic matter in the body. 
The diseases of civilization are partly 
toxic and partly deficiency diseases 
caused by unnatural, disease-producing 
foods and a way of life that is unsuited 
to our physiological make-up 

Professor Wilska, in the University 
of Helsingfors, has demonstrated that, 
by exposure to heat, poisons are pro- 
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duced in all foods containing animal 
protein and cholesterol. He calls these 
poisons “mortamins” and has already 
discovered three hundred different spe- 
cies of them in meat, fish, cheese, and 
even in heated milk and in butter. This 
disposes of the theory that the cooking 
of animal protein foods protects us 
from their injurious effects. 


Diet Builds Health 

A lacto-vegetarian raw diet, i.e., a 
diet consisting of raw green and root 
vegetables, cereals—whole and unadul- 
terated—milk and milk products, ful- 
fills all the requirements for building a 
healthy body. It is only through living 
food, rich in vitamins, axones (vital 
substances in plants, promoting growth), 
minerals, trace elements and alkaline 
salts, that the living body is able to 
build healthy, vigorous cells. 


Animal protein is not the only culprit 
to be blamed for the dangers of our 
civilized diet. In these days almost all 
foods are refined, denatured and rob- 
bed of their most valuable qualities. 


We have only to consider white sug- 
ar which has had all its living sub- 
stances removed. Sugar cane is a com- 
plete food containing a percentage of 
sugar which suits our body. Refined 
sugar, on the other hand, drains our 
system of vitally important substances: 
minerals, vitamins and calcium. We 





cannot assimilate it in its unnaturally 
concentrated form without drawing on 
our own supplies of elements which are 
indispensable for the maintenance of 
our cells. 


Ordinary commercial salt, used for 
cooking and on the tables, bottles up 
unhealthy fluids in the tissues and is 
one of the main causes of rheumatism, 
Living vegetable foods contain ample 
supplies of sodium chloride and other 
alkaline salts, and every addition of 
inorganic salt is harmful. 


Another source of poisoning in our 
foods is the use of preservatives and 
coloring matter. Medical authorities are 
warning the public more and more 
against these chemicals, which may be 
direct causes of cancer. 


Strong spices and condiments irritate 
the mucous membranes of the digestive 
tract. Tea, coffee, and cocoa contain 
injurious drugs and slowly undermine 
our health. The nicotine in tobacco 
poisons not only the smoker himself but 


burned, certain cancer-causing tar sub- 
stances are formed. Cancer of the lungs 
is finding many of its victims among 
women, since so many women now 
smoke. Statistics have shown a definite 
connection between cancer of the lungs 
and tobacco smoking. 


Unnatural Means 

What, then, does civilized man do in 
his despair? Instead of trying to build 
up new cells by means of a diet that 


sound nutrition, he flies to injurious 
drug treatments and unnatural means 
of disguising the symptoms without go- 
ing to the root cause of the trouble. 
In this way he slides further and further 
into the mire. 


The great Greek physician, the father 
of medicine, Hippocrates, said “Your 
medicine shall be your food and your 
food your medicine.” 


Modern experience in the physiology 
of nutrition has proved how right he 
was. In complete living foods, i.e., those 
containing all the essentials of nutrition, 
we have all the elements required for 
building up health. 

Take, for instance, the green leaf, 
with its wealth of chlorophyll. It was

But we cannot win back perfect 
health unless the plants and products 
of nature that go to make up our food 
are themselves organically sound, con- 
taining all the vital elements that make 
them complete.

The unadulterated products of the 
good earth build up our health. But it 
is not only good food that we need. 
Pure drinking water from wells that are 
not befouled by sewage—a drink that 
does not need disinfecting with poison- 
ous chemicals—is equally important. 


We also need milk and milk products 
from healthy cows. If our domestic ani- 
mals are allowed to live according to 
the laws of nature, they will be healthy 
and the need to vitiate milk by sterili- 
zation will no longer exist. 


Our present-day superficial and very 
limited hygiene is not capable of keep- 
ing diseases away. To create the in- 
ward cleanliness that is essential for 
true health, we must go to war against 
everything that sullies the mainsprings 
of our life. The chief of these is the 
air. 

Life entails combustion, and for all 
the life-processes of our organism we 
need oxygen. We need pure air, free 
from poisonous gases and fumes. This 
is very difficult to find in our civilized 
communities where exhaust fumes,

Not many of us are privileged to live in 
ozone-filled air, away from the roar of 
cities and towns. 


Natural Life Element 

All the functions of the body are con- 
ditioned by their surroundings. Let us 
restore to our organs their original, 
natural life element, and they will re- 
gain their lost life rhythm. 


Wonderful results have already 
shown what can be done with a way 
of life based on this principle, that is, 
by restoring to our organs their true 
functional components: to our digestive 
organs complete and living foods, to 
our lungs pure air and, not least, the 
releasing of our skin from the prison 
of heavy, closely woven clothing so that 
it may react to fresh air, sunlight, cold 
water and changes of temperature. 
Only through “toughening” in these 
ways will our resistance be increased 
and the skin, an enormous breathing 
and detoxicating organ, function at its 
best. By vigorous brushing and reason- 
able care, we must keep it supple and 
elastic. 

All our excretory organs are de- 
pendent upon a sufficient intake of 
fluids. We must drink plentifully be- 
tween meals in order to get rid of all 
the residual substances, or “dregs,” 
which otherwise will be piled up in our 
organism during the processes of diges- 
tion and metabolism. If the organs of 
elimination do not function fully, the 
poisons will be left behind to create 
auto-intoxication in the body; our 
health will then deteriorate and disease 
will follow. 

The strenuous intensity of modern 
life puts a tremendous strain upon our 
nerves. 

Many of us lead a sedentary life with 
insufficient exercise in the fresh air, 
and this leads to the slow wasting of the 
muscles and accumulation of residues 
in the body, owing to sluggish circula- 
tion of the blood.

Just as negative reactions and emo- 
tions have a destructive effect, a posi- 
tive attitude to life releases reserves 0 
energy and vitality that are practically 
unlimited.

This we 
can do by introducing into our daily 
living the positive health-building life 
factors reviewed here, and by turning 
away from the disease-producing habits 
and ingrained prejudices of so-call 
civilized living.

Mex WHO START the year with prom- 

ise fall by the wayside in failure 
and defeat. Demas, whom the Apostle 
Paul mentions in the New Testament, 
was such a person. 


With lots of zeal and with high hopes, 
Demas started out as fellow-laborer 
with the Apostle. It was not long, how- 
ever, until he withdrew from Paul and 
shunned his company, preferring tem- 
oral interests above Christian service. 
Sadly Paul writes, “Demas hath for- 
saken me.” 


We usually think of this season of 
the year as a festival of fresh begin- 
nings. We preach the gospel of a good 
start. We believe that to give a person 
a good start is one of the greatest bless- 
ings that we can bestow upon him. 


All that is good, but it is not the 
whole story. Today, thousands of men 
who had a good start are in prison. 
They have no legitimate complaints 
about their start in life. But even after 
a good beginning, many of them were 
not prepared for the moral tests of life. 
Many were destined to become as De- 
mas. Yielding to temperal allurements 
and sensual pleasures, they fell from 
a path that was once straight and bar- 
gained away a character that was once 
noble. A stumbling, immature adult 
emerged. Another Demas! 


_No matter how wonderful the begin- 
ning, the most important thing is our 
faithfulness to the end. What else in 
life is worth as much as the end? 


It has been said of Columbus that 
had he not sailed to unknown lands, no 
one would have blamed him. Neither 
would anyone have heard of him. 


Had Jesus never gone beyond Geth- 
semane it is doubtful whether anyone 
would have blamed Him. ‘ But, of 
course, the story of the thief (prisoner) 
on the cross beside Jesus would have 
Temained unwritten and our own sal- 
vation unwrought. Christ would never 
have been able to cry, “It is finished.” 
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Forgotten Men 


The debris from the many ships I 
have seen crashing on the shores of 
time is sending me into society with 
compassion and with a plea for its for- 
gotten men. I refer to men who because 
of their present status in life feel they 
have no voice with which to speak. 


The vague, weak statements that have 
been made heretofore in behalf of men 
in prison are not sufficient. Tens of 
thousands of men have lived and died 
in their low lost estate because ideas 
of restoration could not find expression. 
Thus, the purpose of the Rainsow Re- 
DEMPTION ASSOCIATES is to shed abroad 
the love of God and to extend a helping 
hand to the men who crowd our pris- 
ons. 


Human beings were not created for 
prisons; consequently, we can well un- 
derstand the difficulties of creating pris- 
ons for men. Men were meant to be 
the temples of the Holy Spirit. Men 
should be, men can be, men must be, 
lifted to the heights of dignity for which 
they were created. Therefore, we, a 
Christian America, must not only oper- 
ate humane societies for animals but 
also humane societies for men. 


Consider a man in trouble. Friends 
become alarmed, and, of course, sus- 
picious. At such a moment, calm pres- 
ence of mind is often lost. Tactics used 
by some authorities are reprehensible. 
There is little about such officials that 
can be called “God-like.” They have for- 
gotten that the laws of our land were 
first given by God. 


The lack of faithfulness and skill in 
rehabilitation among those who work 
with prisoners is appalling. Then, too, 
the absence of a method makes failure 
more common. 


Without Any Address 


Many handle men as mail clerks 
handle letters destined for the dead 
letter office. Admittedly, some of the 
men in prison seem to have arrived 
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in this world without any address. De- 
spite this, if thoroughly trained reha- 
bilitation workers would sincerely look 
into these hearts, they would find some 
sort of an address. Fate, doubtless, has 
written the wrong address on the souls 
of many men, so it takes keen eyesight 
and tenacious faith to find what fate 
has blurred. 


In the prison library, I spent many 
hours with great souls of the past. John 
Bunyan, for example, told me of his 
many years in prison. I learned, too, 
that one fourth of the New Testament 
was written by imprisoned men. 


It was in this library that I worked 
with several choice men. One especial- 
ly, like myself, was on the sunset side 
of fifty. I always called him Mr. Jim. 
It seemed a number did not fit him 
—unless it was number one. 


Jim was tall and slender. Once a 
commanding figure, he was now bowed 
with care. He had such a noble way 
of walking about his work — the look 
and the head of a politician. Furrows 
on his brow showed he had working 
thoughts. His eyes beamed with the 
fire of an earnest soul. He just didn’t 
fit with the jostling crowds of common 
minds. That he was innocent of the 
charges placed against him, I always 
believed. 


It was always interesting to note 
how some minds refused to be fenced 
in. Instead they would work their way 
irresistibly through ten thousand ob- 
stacles, finally getting a firm grip on 
the cleft of The Rock. They had become 
aware that they seriously needed Him 
who could still their storms. Such a 
man was Jim. 


The Toughest Man 


It should never be forgotten that the 
toughest man who ever lived was once 
an innocent child. His lessons in life 
were still unlearned; his trials untried. 
The Old Year can serve to remind us 
of how far amiss such a one can go 
from the tangible realities of God’s 
intentions. 


Who are they and where are they 
who will think richly and deeply about 
the undertaking of God’s reconstruction 
program for the human heart? Where 
in society are people who will demon- 
strate the invisible character traits 


through which the visible deeds may be . 


shaped? 

To him who is helped will come the 
discovery that the pattern for living is 
not to be found in the world. Nor in 
himself. He will find it in God. He 
will find hope in looking up to the 
Mount of God where the resources of 
his life lie securely. These resources 
will turn to strength when and where 
God is sought.

Build Life Again 


If society will give the needed ep 
couragement and opportunities to the 
men in prison, two-thirds of them wil 
try to build life all over again. None of 
them really love the mud and the muck 
they wallow in. 


In their rational moments they de 
sire a better life. They actually live 
with their hands upraised, hoping and 
praying that someone with a heart of 
compassion will see their signal for 
help. 


Like Demas, some of them had a 
good beginning. But somewhere along 
the way their happiness became marred 
. .. their endeavors went sour . . . their 
fortunes turned beautiful living into 
blighted existence. They look now to 
the stronger and the sturdier to give 
them a hand. 


While they remember very little of 
the Bible, there are two passages they 
like to hear: One is where Paul writes 
to the Galatians, “If a man be over 
taken in a fault;” and the other is 
where Peter denied that he was a fol- 
lower of Christ. They feel that Peter 
was “overtaken in a fault.” Seeing that 
he was forgiven and taken back into 
society, they believe that they too should 
be given a chance. 


No matter how far men in prison 
have fallen, they are still men. In the 
sight of God, they are still objects of 
His love. If they were royalty, many 
would offer them help. Is it not true 
that souls of prisoners are as precious 
as those seated upon thrones? 


These men hunger for a hope that 


will abolish despair. They want to move 
from the :egion of ideas to the region 
of realities — realities which they see 
existing in the lives of Christian work- 
ers. How important, then, that reha- 
bilitation workers implement the con- 
cept which exists in the mind of God. 


There is hope for anyone who has 
once failed. And that hope flows from 
the Rock of Ages. It offers men an- 
other chance; it changes the course of 
their lives; it sets them on straight 
paths; and it restores them to fellow- 
ship with God and with their fellow 
man. 


Is there anything greater that one 
could wish for at this New Year’s time 
than a life engulfed in His glory? ***

RELIGION 


Religion is not salvation. Religion 
may be nothing more than the expres- 
sion of a natural quest for an object to 
worship — an instinct with which we 
have all come into the world. 


All men are primarily spirit beings, 
living for the time being in the kind of 
houses we call the body, and therefore 
every child of Adam is naturally “reli- 
gious.” That accounts for the fact that 
the world is full of “religion.” 


Religion in itself, however orthodox, 
can never save a man from his sins. Re- 
ligion is a poor saviour.

The music which pours 
forth from the phonograph speakers is 
brilliantly performed, not only by 
Charles Magnuson, but by the various 
artists who make up the Ralph Car- 
michael Orchestra. It is a rich full 
sound, the result of two outstanding 
talents in the field of Christian music. 


Charles Magnuson has gained prom- 
inence in this field through his masterful 
piano interpretations, and is accorded 
a high place by critics, as well as fellow 
musicians. Kurt Kaiser, a fine pianist 
himself, has said:

Writing under the general theme, “Missions’ Great Leap Forward,” 


Mr. Cooper presents the first in a series of three articles 


IEN YEARS AGO, as we sat at lunch to- 
gether in his modest mission sta- 
tion in Kano, Nigeria, Dr. Albert Hel- 
eer said, “If the Church at home will 
get on fire and send us reinforcements, 
we will set the National Church on fire 
and it in turn will set the Continent of 
Africa ablaze for Christ in ten years.” 
It was a bold, confident prediction. 
Not a daydream! 


That was a decade ago and judging 
from today’s headlines the grand proph- 
ecy has failed in fulfillment. The 
question is, Why? Why does the cause 
of missions continue at a snail’s pace 
while other causes forge ahead with 
prodigious leaps? 


China, for instance, is in the throes 
of what she chooses to call her Great 
Leap Forward, industrially. Other 
Asiatic nations, caught up in the vortex 
of surging nationalism, stand poised 
for their Great Leap Forward into the 
=. arena. A shout can be heard, 

e Orient for the Oriental.” Nor is 
this hue and cry localized here. In 
the far distance can the rumble be 
heard, “Africa for the Africans.” Our 
concern is . . . what does all this pres- 
age for missions. 


Seeds of a Harvest 


Carried to the extremity, this na- 
tionalistic exclusivism portends an in- 
calculable evil. It contains the seeds 
of a harvest which could work dev- 
astatingly against the fulfillment of the 
Great Commission. 


But there must be an antidote since, 
in the will of God, there isn’t the 
slightest doubt that world evangeliza- 
tion will become an accomplished fact. 


We shall endeavor to help expedite 
matters by a bit of diagnosis. We 
shall also, after ten years of research- 
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ing the missionary crises and survey- 
ing many lands, attempt to prescribe. 
We do so, with the prayer, that the 
sick church, foreign and national, may 
gain immediate strength by receiving 
the healing potion and commence with 
dispatch the execution of Christ’s world- 
encompassing commands! 


We shall discuss three pertinent, un- 
derlying issues in a series of three 
articles: namely, the surging national- 
ism in the world; the relation of the 
National Christians of all lands to the 
Great Commission; the past and present 
roles of the “foreign missionaries.” 


First, the Nationalism Issue! 


Nobody, in this day of world transi- 





tion, will deny that independence and 
self-determination are more than jug 
desirable. It is doubtful, however, that 
any of us in missions fully realize the 
total implications, even as the fledgling 
nations’ leadership may not be totally 
aware of all the ramifications and 
responsibilities. But ready or not, a 
long last, the peoples of erstwhile colo 
nized lands are pulling on their seven 
league boots and are going places. 





The dawn of independence has 
brought something less than unmixed 
blessings to the immature nations. With 
it has come burdens to which they 
have been strangers in the past — 
burdens political, economic, moral and 
spiritual. 

Soon the facts are faced. Soon, the} 
discovery is made that the Great Leap 
Forward into independence is not 4 
leap into carefree irresponsibility. 
There dawns an awareness of obliga 
tions to measure up to certain demands 
which are the integral parts of self 
determination.

Accountable 


It was Carlyle who said, “A nation 
js an individual, and accountable to 
God.” 

If this be true, then no Nation has 
in the ultimate sense any more right to 
go its own way than does an individual 
member of that Nation. It logically 
follows that a Nation must measure up 
to the full stature of an independent 
state and strive to conscientiously meet 
the highest demands made upon it. De- 
mands imposed, first of all, by the God 
of nations; then those prescribed to 
itself for the good of its own; then, 
those rightly placed on it by neighbor- 
ing states; and finally, those demands 
obligating her to all the other coun- 
tries of the whole world. 


Each nation exists for the good of 
all nations. None having gained in- 
dependence has any moral right there- 
after to go its own way. It is in- 
cumbent upon a free people to use their 
freedom, not to selfish ends, but to the 
ood of all. And right here it must 

solemnly affirmed that the applica- 
tion of the Great Commission, in both 





the sending and the receiving of the 
Gospel, is an integral part of national 
obligation. 


The taking of Christianity by the col- 
onizing powers to lands afar, was a 
part of their moral duty, and in retro- 
spect, it is a shame they didn’t do a 
better work of it. That commercialism 
was permitted to outstrip evangelism, 
in so many instances, is plainly lamen- 
table. And the complaint is not without 
foundation that often the National’s 
first acquaintance with the white man 
was from the wrong end of a gun. 


Tragic indeed that all this complex- 
ity of preachment, missions, exploita- 
tion (even with admitted social better- 
ment) and forced subjugation, came to 
be equated with Christianity in the na- 
tional mind. 


Without question, much of today’s 
anti-West fever in the world can be at- 
tributed to inequities of the past which 
can hardly be offset in the National’s 
mind by his conceded social betterment. 
Nor can we just wash our hands of the 
past and let bygones be bygones. 


We Americans, Dutch, Britons, 
French et al, should face up to reality 
and do what we can to make amends. 
Perhaps the situation is not un-redeem- 
able. Maybe we can yet atone for some 
of the failure of the past, thus paving 
the way for true Christianity to make 


its Great Leap Forward in all lands.

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HOW TO GET ALONG 
WITH PEOPLE IN THE CHURCH 

By A. Donald Bell; Zondervan Pub- 
lishing House; 159 pages; cloth binding; 
price $2.50. 


AF YOU INEFFECTIVE in your church 

work? Is it from lack of training in 
Bible knowledge, organizational meth- 
ods and planned programs? Or is it a 
personality problem? 


In a research study at Carnegie Tech- 
nological Institute, it was found that 
90 per cent of working people who fail 
in their vocation do so because of in- 
ability to get along with others. This 
is just as true of Christian workers as 
of any other type, and greater emphasis 
is needed on human relationships. Much 
of the difficulty stems from rash and 
thoughtless words having a double 
meaning. 


Dr. A. Donald Bell here suggests 
three available helps for solving this 
problem . . . the methods of Jesus, the 
principles of applied psychology and 
the psychology of salesmanship. 


Jesus was the Master Psychologist. 
His methods were perfect. His was a 
deep, compassionate love for people, 
and the same love will help today, even 
where skill and wisdom are lacking. 
His approach was always positive; He 
was seldom critical. Having the great- 
est respect for the feelings of others, 
He was ever liberal with praise and 
compliments. He stimulated, challenged 
and enlightened, always taking His hear- 
ers to the point of decision, then Iet- 
ting them decide. He taught by means 
of friendly conversation, and kept the 
confidences of His disciples. Any 
Christian leader may safely follow His 
example. 


Dr. Bell says, “Most of us need to 
develop and improve the fine art of 
dealing with people. After all, our 
knowledge of the Gospel, new educa- 
tional methods and all that we have to 
offer will be limited if we can’t reach 
people in an acceptable way. Many of 
us have developed the art of ‘putting 
our feet in our mouth!’ Workers fail 
because they either offend or browbeat 
people.” 

A knowledge of salesmanship is val- 
uable, for it is involved not only in 
business, but in education, government, 
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the Church and many other fields. We 
have a product to “sell” . . . the gospel 
itself, the Christian way of life or any 
aspect of the Church in its service to 
the world. A good salesman must first 
know his product and be sold on it 
himself, then combine it with honesty, 
a love of his work and an understand- 
ing of people. 


Nine chapter headings afford an 
idea of the importance of this text to 
the Christian leader. We have already 
discussed the first — “A Needed Em- 
phasis.” The second, “The Role of Lead- 
er,” deals with the qualifications of 
leadership, which include personality, 
position or title. The third tells how to 
“Determine the Methods.” The fourth 
directs one toward “Understanding 
People,” and gives ten ways to do so, 
the most important of which is prob- 
ably “Judge Not.” 


Particularly helpful to most of us 
will be chapters five and six, which offer 
both indirect and direct methods of 
leadership. In the seventh, instructions 
are given on “Working with People in 
Groups,” and in the eighth we are told 
how to reach the hard to reach. There 
are many types of the hard to reach; 
the successful, the wealthy, the self- 
centered, the timid, lonely, discouraged, 
disgruntled, teens, single adults and 
the aged. The Church worker often 
feels the need of guidance on how to 
help these various types, and this book 
gives it. 


” 


Chapter nine, “When Techniques 
Fail,” urges us to “Take it to the Lord 
in prayer.” God can enable if the proj- 
ect is within His will. But we must 
be prepared to pay the price for suc- 
cess. However, that price — self-denial, 
time, study, prayer, hard work, respon- 
sibility, loneliness and more — can nev- 
er overbalance the joyful rewards of 
leadership for Christ and His Church 
when based on love for Him and fellow- 
men. 


Dr. A. Donald Bell, because of his 
educational and _ experiential back- 
ground, is eminently equipped to speak 
with authority on this subject.

That may seem like a harsh 
hole of and cold-hearted statement. But the Tax 
e su} Foundation recently made a study of 
charge} welfare payments in the United States 
mmané® which reveals some shocking figures. 


We must keep in mind two things 
about these figures: 


The first is that they refer to a period 
of great prosperity. 

The second is that they include only 
outright handouts — what we used to 
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call doles. They do not include social 
securitv payments or payments under 
any other government insurance 
schemes. They refer only to what goes 
under the fancy name of “public as- 
sistance” — which means, as we said, 
plain doles. 


Well, in the last 20 years — years of 
raging prosperity — this outright wel- 
fare spending by the federal govern- 
ment has risen 685 per cent. 


In the case of state and local govern- 
ments, it has risen 117 per cent. 


These incredible figures mean that 
there are nearly seven million Ameri- 
cans living on outright doles from the 
government. 


Undoubtedly, some of these people 
cannot help themselves. But how many 
of these people have fallen for the vi- 
cious notion that the government owes 
everybody a living? Why work? Why 
not just sit back and let the government 
take care of you? This is what is meant 
when someone asks what effect welfare 
is having on the character of the Ameri- 
can people. 


There was a time when the American 
was the most independent, self-reliant 
individual in the world. He considered 
it a major ingredient of his own moral 
integrity to earn his own way, if he 
possibly could. 


What, then, are we to think when 
seven million Americans — in a period 
when in many spots jobs were going 
begging — were willing to accept gov- 
ernment handouts at the expense of 
their fellow working citizens? 


As to whether all this has anything 
to do with crime, it would be interest- 
ing to know if there is any connection 
between these shocking figures and a 
recent statement by J. Edgar Hoover 
of the FBI. Mr. Hoover made the star- 
tling revelation that crime in the United 
States is at an all-time high. He said 
that last year there were more than 
1,500,000 serious offenses committed 
throughout the nation. And this can- 
not be blamed on the increase in our 
population because, as Mr. Hoover 
pointed out, crime has risen four times 
as fast as the population. 


It would be of great value if we could 
determine the connection, if any, be- 
tween Mr. Hoover’s alarming figures 
on the increase in crime and those of 
the tax foundation on the fantastic rise 
in welfare handouts. 


Certainly any sensible person can see 
that once any major portion of a na- 
tion’s people get the notion that some- 
body else owes them a living, the next 
step is easy. Go out and help yourself 
— at gun — or knife-point if necessary 
—to anything you want. —

IS NOT THIS THE CHRIST? 





KEY WORD: Messiah 


To wealthy and learned Nicodemus, 
anticipating a Messiah who would bring 
Israel into the position and power of 
world empire, Jesus revealed Himself 
as Saviour . . . “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” This declaration must have star- 
tled the tradition-bound rabbi, who be- 
lieved, with the rest of the Jews, that 
only Israel was worthy to bask in the 
love of God. Yet sooner or later he 
must have realized that “whosoever” in- 
cluded the Gentile part of the world as 
well, for he afterwards became a disci- 
ple of Jesus. (John 19:39) 


A few months later, as He paused to 
rest beside Jacob’s well while His com- 
panions proceeded into the village to 
purchase food, Jesus revealed His Mes- 
siahship to a person entirely different 
from Nicodemus. For to the well to 
draw watér came a Samaritan woman, 
who was lowly, sinful and of doubtful 
reputation. Yet the woman had a strong 
hope in her heart which was indicated 
by her questions concerning the differ- 
ences in worship between Jews and Sa- 
maritans. 


With great compassion and _tactful- 
ness Jesus explained that God wants 
men to worship Him in spirit and in 
truth. No longer will worship be con- 
fined to a temple or a locality presided 
over by human mediators. Since God 
is a Spirit and He created man “in his 
own likeness and own image,” true wor- 
ship must be a communion of the spirit 
and mind of man with the Spirit and 
mind of God, through which the created 
blends with his Creator. 


The Apostle Peter later asserted that 
ose who worship in spirit and in 
truth constitute a royal priesthood to 
show forth the praises of him who 
hath called you out of darkness into 
his marvellous light.” (I Peter 2:9) 
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And no human priest is needed, for 
“there is one God, and one mediator be- 
tween God and men, the man Christ 
Jesus.” (I Timothy 2:5) 


Why did not Jesus reveal His Mes- 
siahship to the Jews first rather than to 
the hated Samaritans? Probably because 
He knew that in their zeal for world 
domination they might have prevented 
the fulfillment of His mission as the 
Saviour of the world. 


KEY VERSE: John 4:29 


“Come, see a man, which told me all 
things that ever I did: is not this the 
Christ?” 


As the woman listened to the gra- 
cious words and tones of Jesus, excite- 
ment kindled within her. At the an- 
nouncement that He was indeed the 
long-expected Messiah, she left her wa- 
terpot and hurried back to Sychar to 
spread the wonderful news. 


The disciples were amazed that Jesus 
had talked with the woman. They may 
not have known of her shady past, but 
they shared the common attitude of the 
Jews toward women in general and the 
Samaritans in particular. But to Jesus, 
any human being is a potential child of 
God. Regardless of how vile he has 
been, acceptance of Christ as a Saviour 
can cleanse and change him into a 
saint of God, endued and controlled by 
the Holy Spirit. 


This woman had believed His mes- 
sage and instantly became an eager 
witness. “Come, see ... is not this the 
Christ?” And they came, they saw 
and invited Him to stay! 


Do you think you cannot be an ef- 
fective witness? Is your possibility 
less than this woman’s? Remember it 
was not Nicodemus, the eminent and 
wealthy rabbi, but a lowly, unnamed 
woman of the despised Samaritans who 
won a whole community to Christ. It 
was Moses, the desert shepherd; David, 
a young boy; John Bunyan in jail; 
Moody, the bashful salesman; Billy 
Sunday, the ball player; and multitudes 
just as unpromising who, completely 
yielded to Him, were quickened by His 
Spirit and set on fire for Him. “One 
with God is a majority.”

Not only did the people of Sychar 
listen to the woman who led them into 
the presence of Jesus, but they heard 
His message and accepted Him as the 
Messiah. All they needed was to hear 
the word — “So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the word 
of God.” (Romans 10:17.) “For the 
word of God is quick, and powerful, 
and sharper than any two-edged 
sword.” (Hebrews 4:12.) The preach- 
er must speak the word, but it is the 
word itself which pierces the heart of 
the sinner and separates him from his 
love of the world. 


Having listened to Jesus and ac- 
cepted Him as the Lord, the Samar- 
itans also became witnesses, furnishing 
a fertile seed bed for the Gospel when 
Philip the Evangelist came to them. 
“Then Philip went down to Samaria 
and preached Christ unto them. And 
the people with one accord gave heed 
unto those things which Philip spake 
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THE AUTHORITY OF JESUS 
IS CHALLENGED 





KEY WORD: Committed 


“For the Father judgeth no man, but 
hath committed all judgment unto the 
Son.” John 5:22. 


One of the numerous accusations 
made against Jesus during His min- 
istry was that of sabbath breaking. 
Since this was a capital crime carrying 
the sentence of death by stoning, it 
was indeed a serious charge. 


On this occasion Jesus had healed 
an invalid of thirty-eight years, then 
bade him to take up his bed and walk. 
Such a miracle must have thrilled the 
crowd, but alas, it was done on the 
sabbath. Not only so, but the healed 
man had been commanded to break the 
law by carrying his bed! 


But it was not the Law of God given 
through Moses which had been bro- 
ken, for it allowed deeds of mercy to be 
done on the sabbath. (Matthew 12:- 
11-12.) But to the Pharisees the “tra- 
ditions of the elders” superseded the 
Law of God. However, by these tra- 
ditions burdens hard to bear had been 
placed upon the people, going far be- 











. . . and there was great joy in that 
city.” (Acts 8:5-8.) 


Many lessons are embedded in this 
story from the fourth chapter of the 
Gospel of John. Vital problems ar 
solved. Racial intolerance is answered, 
not by words, but by the example of 
Jesus. What is worship, and _ hoy, 
where and when should we worship, as 
well as the problem of sin and salva. 
tion . . . the solutions are all here.

Without it He is a fraud, an impostor, 
relying on trickery for His miracles 


and theoretical philosophy for His § 


teaching. 


KEY VERSE: John 5:18 


“Therefore the Jews sought the more F 


to kill him, because he not only had 


broken the sabbath, but said also that f 


God was his Father, making himself 
equal with God.” 


John, in using the word “Jews,” re 
fers to the hostile scribes, Pharisees 
and Sadducees — the religious rulers 
who resented His challenge to their 
authority, and whose hearts were filled 
with hatred that would not stop short 
of murder. “He is a blasphemer,” they 
said, “and has made himself equal with 
God.” Blasphemy was another capital 
crime, so “they sought the more to kill 
Him.” 

Jesus stresses the fact that His work 
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is identical with the Father’s. God 
works incessantly at sustaining the cre- 
ation, for “in him we live, and move, 
and have our being.” (Acts 17:28.) 
The Son has the same obligations and 
cannot act apart from the Father, for 
He is one with Him. 


In verse 23 Jesus adds, “that all men 
should honour the Son, even as they 
honour the Father. He that honoureth 
not the Son honoureth not the Father 
which hath sent him.” This is com- 
mensurate with His later statement in 
John 14:6, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” 


In the face of all Scripture and the 
testimony of history, it is difficult to 
understand why men today refuse to 
honor Jesus Christ, although they may 
profess to honor God. Of course, it is 
the same spirit which ruled the men of 
His day, which John later described. as 
the love of the world, the desires of the 
flesh, the lust of the eyes and the pride 
of life. (I John 2:15-16.) 


KEY FACT: From Death Unto Life. 


The great central fact of God’s plan 
of redemption is that “God sent not 
his Son into the world to condemn 
the world, but that the world through 
him might be saved.” (John 3:17.) 


There was no other way by which 
justice, the fundamental principle of 
Divine government, could be served. 
“Justice and judgment” says the Psalm- 
ist, “are the habitation of thy throne; 
mercy and truth shall go before thy 
face.” (Psalm 89:14.) 


The mercy of God reached out to 
fallen men, but only His own perfect 
and sinless Son incarnate in human 
flesh could be the spotless Lamb whose 
blood could meet and satisfy the claims 
of justice against guilty humanity. 


“He was despised and rejected of 
men... he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our in- 
iquities . . . and he bare the sins of 
many.” (Isaiah 53:3, 5, 12.) Had He 
not done so the human race would have 
long since perished from the earth, 
overwhelmed in their own sins. But 





through the sacrifice of Christ a way 
was opened. “An highway shall be 
there, and a way, and it shall be called 
The way of holiness.” (Isaiah 35:8.) 
There are only a few simple rules for 
entering it — Honor the Son, believe 
on and accept Him into whose hands 
the Father has committed all judgment 
and before whom all will stand in that 
day when “the Father raiseth up the 
dead.” 


The question is, Why do men turn 
away from such love and choose to 
walk in darkness when they could have 
the light of life? Paul replies that it 
is because we are “alienated and en- 
emies in mind by wicked works.” 
(Colossians 1:21.) Disobedience, law- 
breaking, sin—alienation. It is a hu- 
man trait that one who injures another 
becomes an enemy of the injured one! 


But, by acceptance of the love of 
God in Christ, enmity disappears. By 
faith in Him the heart is cleansed and 
the character is changed. A person ex- 
periences the “new birth” and becomes 
“a new creature in Christ Jesus.” He 
has been “sealed with that Holy Spirit 
of promise.” (Ephesians 1:13.) Also, 
in the last verse of this lesson Scripture, 
Jesus says: “He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation, but is passed from 
death unto life.” 


This lesson presents several vital 
truths of interest and deep meaning to 
every Christian. Here Jesus teaches 
that this world does not hold all of life. 
It is but a preparatory school for eter- 
nity, and even though death reduces the 
body to dust, we ourselves pass out of 
a into life because we honor the 

on. 


Jesus also warns of judgment to come, 
when He no longer extends the mercy 
of a Saviour but must apply the justice 
of the Divine Judge, as we confess “the 
deeds done in the body.” Wonderful 
to consider, however, is that the rec- 
ord of those deeds may be blotted out, 
and we may experience the passing 
from death into life right now by ac- 
cepting the Saviour as the Son whom 


the Father honoreth.

KEY WORD: Bread 


In order to maintain life we must 
eat and drink. Bread is known as the 
staff of life and is such a basic food 
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that many housewives feel a meal is 
incomplete without it. 


In the lesson for January 22nd Jesus 
declared to the Samaritan woman that 
He was able to provide living water. 
He promised that those who partook 
of it would never again know thirst, 
for the living water would become a 
well springing up into everlasting life.

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before this discourse was given, Jesus 
had performed the miracle of feeding 
five thousand with the lunch of a small 
boy which was comprised of five tiny 
loaves and two fish. This miracle was 
the turning point of His ministry, and 
the only miracle recorded in all four 
Gospels. 


Many of the people in the crowd had 
followed him through a year in which 
His popularity had soared, while the op- 

osition of the rulers had increased. 
Those with reactionary ideas consid- 
ered Him as a possible leader to over- 
throw the hated Romans and set up 
an empire of Jewish world domina- 
tion. The miracle increased their 
fervor, for by His power, they thought, 
He could outfit and feed an army, 
or perhaps even miraculously destroy 
Rome! 


The religious rulers, seething with 
hatred, saw Him as a menace to their 
power over the people and looked for a 
way to destroy Him. The reaction- 
aries sought to take Him by force and 
make Him king. But Jesus escaped 
from them by hiding in the mountain 
until they gave up and left. That night 
He joined the disciples in their boat in 
the midst of the Sea of Galilee bv walk- 
ing on tne water mrouen a terriric 
storm. But the next aay the multitude 
found Him and listened to the dis- 
course on the Bread of Life. 


Jesus made clear that His teaching 
was entirely spiritual. He knew that all 
they wanted of Him was solely on the 


physical plane — just the loaves and 
fishes — something for nothing — to 
be able to eat without having to work 
for it. The Jews murmured and 


sneered at Him and argued among them- 
selves, and some of the disciples joined 
in the murmuring. They were unable 
to comprehend earthly things, and of 
course heavenly things were far beyond 
them. How could they understand that 
His word can supply every spiritual 
hunger as the Water of Life and the 
Bread of Life? 


KEY VERSE: John 6:35 


“And Jesus said unto them, I am the 
Bread of Life: he that cometh to me 
shall never hunger; and he that be- 
lieveth on me shall never thirst.” 


The right kind of food and drink is 
essential to human life and health. Yet 
man is a spiritual as well as a fleshly 
being, and the need for spiritual food 
is just as innate. Death is sure to fol- 
low starvation in either. Although we 
may endeavor in various ways to satis- 
fy hunger, only good food containing 
all the necessary elements will suffice. 
In the spiritual need only Christ can 
supply those elements which give soul 
satisfaction. 


Many attempt to find satisfaction in 
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the things which the world offers, but 


which are only substitutes — the so- 
called pleasures of sin, pride, ambition, 
money, possessions — only to find 


them dry husks, satiating but not satis- 
fying. 

But if, like the Prodigal Son, they 
arise and go to the Father, He will 
accord them a royal welcome, clean 
clothing and a feast. Is it possible 
to desire to return to the sty and the 
husks? “That which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit,” and the only satisfying 
spiritual food and drink are found in 
Him who is the Bread and Water of 
life. 


“He that believeth on me” and “He 
that cometh unto me” have the same 
meaning. Both denote a full and com- 
plete surrender of heart and life. No 
longer will there be a desire to return 
to the “flesh-pots” of the world.

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THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD 





KEY WORD: Light 


“T am the light of the world.” What 
is light? Webster defines it, as a noun, 
“The essential condition of vision — 
the opposite of darkness — mental or 
spiritual enlightenment, or its source;” 
as a verb, “to ignite, to cause to glow, to 
animate.” 


The first four verses of the Bible are 





concerned with the transition of the 
earth from darkness to light. Not unm 
til God intervened did light put an end 
to the eons of darkness which had 
covered “the face of the deep.” “And 
God said, Let there be light.” Like 4 


| hunted thing, darkness fled before the 


hunter, “and there was light!” 


Not until light came could life, a8 
we know it, exist. On the third day 
of creation life appeared in the earth. 
Life cannot exist in prolonged dark- 
ness, neither can spiritual life thrive 
in the blackness of evil. Only the im 
tervention of God can give light to 
those whose foolish heart is darkened. 
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Praise His name! 


(Romans 1:21.) 
He did give “that true light, which 
lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world.” (John 1:9). 


Yet foolish men still prefer darkness, 


“because their deeds are evil.” “The 
light shineth in darkness; and _ the 
darkness comprehended it not.” (John 
1:5.) “But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become sons 
of God, even to them that believe on 
his name.” (John 1:12.) The poet 
well expressed it in the song, “The 
whole world was lost in the darkness of 
sin. . . Like sunshine at noonday His 
glory shone in, The light of the world 
is Jesus.” 

If we receive this true light, then 
we must shine, reflecting it to others as 
He commands, “Let your light so shine 
before men, that they may see your 
good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven.” (Matthew 5:16.) 


KEY VERSE: John 9:25 


“He answered and said. Whether he 
be a sinner, I know not; one thing | 
know, that, whereas | was blind, now 
I see.” 


The ninth chapter of the Gospel of 
John records another stormy incident 
stemming from the growing hatred 
against Jesus on the part of the Phar- 
isees, and this is hinged on another 
demonstration of His authority and 
power and the fact that it took place 
on the sabbath. 


This blind beggar had been brought 
to the attention of Jesus by a question 
from the disciples, “Was he born blind 
because of his own sin, or was it the 
sin of his parents?” The question was 
not as foolish as it seems, for it was 
based on a common idea that a child 
is capable of thinking before birth, and 
thus could be sinful in thought. An- 
other fanciful teaching was that souls 
are reincarnated, so if a person com- 
mitted some terrible sin in a former 
life, the punishment might be carried 
on in the present one. 


Jesus’ reply shattered their theory. 
Neither the man nor his parents were at 
fault. This was an opportunity to glori- 
fy God. His miracles were always a 
demonstration that God is supreme and 
should be glorified along with Jesus 
as His Son. 


Jesus then made clay and anointed 
the eyes of the blind man, bidding 
him wash in the Pool of Siloam. With- 
out a question he found his way to the 
pool, washed his eyes, “and came see- 
Ing, causing so much_ excitement 
among his neighbors that they: brought 
him to the Pharisees in the temple. 


It appears that the veil mentioned by 
Paul in II Corinthians 3:14, had ai- 
teady dropped upon their hearts. David 
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had predicted, “Let their eyes be dark- 
ened, that they may not see.” And 
Paul adds, “Their minds were blinded.” 
Hatred is a blindfold shutting out the 
light of life, making the hater incapable 
of reasoning. 


The man was immediately given a 
preliminary hearing before a self-ap- 
pointed court of the Pharisees. His tes- 
timony was rejected, and the court was 
divided in opinion concerning the va- 
lidity of the man’s claim and the sinful- 
ness of Jesus in performing this miracle 
on the sabbath. The parents were sum- 
moned. They testified that this, their 
son, had been born blind, but they de- 
clined to speak further because of fear 
of excommunication. 


Called again to the witness stand, 
the man repeated his testimony and con- 
cluded by saying, that although he did 
not know the spiritual status of his 
benefactor, he was certain of one thing. 
“whereas I was blind, now I see.” Upon 
this statement he was abused and re- 
viled by the court and was thrown out 
of the temple. Although he could now 
see for the first time in his life, he 
could never feast his eyes upon the 
beauty of the house of God in Jerusa- 
lem. And this was a fearful thing for 
any son of Israel. 


But this unnamed hero was undaunt- 
ed. He knew that his eyes had never 
seen the wonders of God’s world, until 
the command of the Lord had given 
sight. All vituperation from these wick- 
ed men had no effect. He stood fast in 
his certainty, “I know that once I was 
blind, but now I can see. Sweetly the 
light hath dawned upon me, The light 
of the world is Jesus.” 


KEY FACT: Now I can see 
When Christ, the Light of the World. 


opens our eyes, then true vision is ours. 
Even the things of nature gleam with 
richer coloring. Someone has written, 
“The sky above is clearer blue, earth 
around is brighter green, Something 
lives in every hue, Christless eyes have 
never seen.” But far more wonderful 
is the loveliness of the Saviour as He 
shines on our enraptured eyes. Truly 
we can say, “Once I was blind, but now 
I can see.” 


Not only can we see, but undreamed 
of strength fills our being. Through 
Him we are able to stand against the 
enemy — the spiritual hosts of wicked- 
ness which would pull us down again 
to their level. 


By standing firm in his testimony, the 
once blind man found in Jesus not only 
his Healer but his Comforter. Jesus 
did not leave him to the vengeance of 
his enemies, but led him into the full 
light of the Son of God. More light is 
always available to all who accept Him.
